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PERILS OF DOG RACING. 

Every racing dog now has a handler and a lawyer. 
The lawyer says whether the dog can run, and if it 
can the handler releases it. Meanwhile, bettors 
stand around wondering what will happen to their 
favorite sport. 

The first dog track in the region of St. Louis was 
opened over on the Collinsville road. It was an in- 
stant success, and the people interested in horse rac- 
ing became alarmed. The Illinois Legislature passed 
a law in which the horse racing people undertook to 
run dog racing out of the State. The law said that 
pari-mutyel betting was illegal after sundown. That 
drove the d racing people -across the river, and 
they built the Wellston track. There had already 
sprung up on this side the Ramona track, owned by 
Tony Foley. They were admitted to the State by a 
decision in which the Missouri Supreme Court held 
that contributional betting, that is, of the pari-mutuel 
type, is not contrary to law. 


Now the Supreme Court seems in doubt. It has at 
any rate granted the right of the Circuit Court in 
St. Louls County to enjoin dog racing as a public 
nuisance. The track at Ramona, to test the Missouri 
law, is operating in defiance of a court order. The 
Wellston track is closed. Indeed, the Wellston peo- 
ple have learned in the interim that the sundown 
clause in Illinois can probably be made to apply ex- 
clusively to horse racing. They have reopened their 
East Side track upon this presumption. 

So u racing dog must have both a handler and a 
lawyer—the one to say how and the other when.

Rising to the 
tremendous height of 42,470 feet in his balloon, he 
landed in a tree on a Tennessee farm—dead for want 
of oxygen. His barograph etched the story of the 
flight indisputably, but the association which gov- 
erns such matters refused to credit Gray with the 
record. A piffling little bylaw stood in the way. It 
specified that a record-breaker must descend “in pos- 
session of his instruments.” Capt. Gray, it-is true, 
had lost possession of his instruments. 
Upon his death the red tape began to unwind and 
Capt. Gray’s widow got a check each month for $16 
—the regular pension for officers’ widows. The 
Belleville Chamber of Commerce asked the Govern- 
ment to tear up the red tape and to give Mra Gray 
and her three children $150 a month. The richest 
and most powerful Government in the world com- 
promised. It did not, however, even split the differ- 
ence. It offered Mrs. Gray the magnificent sum 
of $40 per month! Mr. Coolidge hes just signed the 
bill. Thus the record reads: To the wife and three 
children of a man who died for the glory of the serv- 
ice: $40 per month.

Do the powerful in the United States 
wish to deflect it?

And a statesman- 
like flood control in the Mississippi Valiey 
would mean even more, to future genera- 
tions of farmers. But no one of these rem 
edies would be sufficient; all of them, duly 
applied, would halt for a time the rapid 
pace of farmers toward tenantry, merely 
halt the pace. At any rate, a people with 
an annual income of ninety billions ought to 
be able to lend some assistance to its farm- 
ers with the lowest average effective income 
since the inauguration of George Washing- 
ton.

The President glibly vetoes farm 
bills without offering better ones. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is bent upon lower- 
ing the income tax in the higher brackets 
by $225,000,000; the Democratic leaders 
would go him one better.and reduce the tax 
by $290,000,000—hardly a thought here of 
the misery and the squalor in Alabama or 
Dakota farmsteads.

FREEDOM OF ASSEMBLY DEFINED. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 


N reversing the conviction of Roger N. 


Baldwin of participating in a 1924 “un- 
lawful assembly” at Paterson, the Court 
of Errors and Appeals, the tribunal of last 
resort in the State of New Jersey, pot mere- 

ly ends foun years of controversy but, in 
the opinion written by Justice Kalisch, of- 
fers an analysis of the legal question in- 
volved which is informative of all laymen 
and some lawyers. 2 ee, 

What is unlawful assembly? Not assem- 
bly without the consent of the police, nor 
assembly to protest against police or other 
official action, for the other theory would 
emasculate the guarantees of Magna Charta 
of the Petition of Rights and of the Bill 
of Rights, recognized by New Jersey's Con- 
stitution as the basis of her laws. 

But, on the other hand, there may be 
unlawful assembly without the commission 
of any overt act, and without any purpose 
to accomplish anything that is unlawful. 
Public order demands that what arouses 
reasonable fears in sane minds of violence 
shall be stopped. An unlawful assembly is 
“an assembly of persons with the intention 
of carrying out any common purpose, law- 
ful or unlawful, in such a manner as to 
give firm and courageous persons in the 
neighborhood of such assembly ground to 
apprehend a breach of peace.” The fears 
of persons who are not “firm and cour- 
ageous” need not be taken into account. 

Applying this test, with a comparison of 
the case with English cases showing cognate 
conditions, the Court of Errors and A ppeais 
notes that there were no weapons displayed 
at this Paterson méeting “exeept the sticks 
of the police”; that the marching was two- 
and-two, not in mass, with an American flag 
at the head of the procession; that the only 
indication of “violence” was “accidental 
brushing against the police,” and that Rog- 
er N. Baldwin was arrested as he. began 
to speak, before he had been able to say 
anything’ that was open to criticism. Also 
that he was denied a jury trig] and con- 
victed and sentenced by a local magistrate. 
“Firm and courageous persons” never had 


any “ground to apprehend a breach of the « 


peace.” Hence the order of the Supreme

Inquiry Will Go Into His 
cause of Charges Against 
Watson, His Opponent.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—With 
the testimony of another dozen 
witnesses regarding political finan- 
cing in West Virginia, Ohio and 
Indiana completed, the Senate 


Campaign Funds Committee took 
a day off today to tabulate its pre- 
convention findings to date. 

Tomorow, a subcommittee will 
go to Raleigh, N. C., where on 
Monday another dozen or more 
campaign workers will be exam- 
ined as to the forces at work for 
and against Smith in the Southern 
State. 
Returning here for a session 
Tuesday, the full committee wil! 
go into Hoover's Indiana campaign, 
calling Oscar Foellinger, Fort 
Wayne publisher, who managed 
the Secretary's drive in the Hoo- 
sier State primary against Senator 
Watson, the victor. 
‘In a statement at Fort Wayne 
last night, Foellinger charged that 
Watson's forces had spent more 
than twice as much as was er- 
pended in Hoover’s behalf in In- 
diana and said a “thorough inves- 
tigation” would be asked. He 
placed the Hoover expenses at less 
than $50,000. 
Various Figures on Expenses. 
M. Bert Thurman of Indianapo- 
lis, manager of the Watson group, 
appearing before the committee 
yesterday, placed the Senator’s or- 
ganization receipts at $33,866 and 
expenditures at $32,171.05, exclu- 
sive of some small outstanding ex- 
penses of the Allen County organ 
ization. 
Other witnesses yesterday dis- 
closed that Hoover's successful pri- 
mary campaign against the Willis 
forces had cost about $50,000 and 
that efforts of his supporters to 
win from Senator Goff, on May 23, 
the West Virginia delegate race 
would probably result in a $26,000 
outlay. Thad H. Brown of Colum- 
bus, provided the figures for Ohio. 
while Harry C. Woodyard, former 
representative from West Vir- 
ginia, testified as to that State’s 
financing. 
$500 for Reed in North Carolina. 
A preliménary to the North Caro- 
lina inquiry into financing for 
Democratic candidates was fur- 
nished with the examination of 
Walter Murphy of Salisbury, N. C., 
who testified that no organisation 
had been set up in that State for 
Senator Reed of Missouri. Beyond 
$500 which he provided himself for 
postage, traveling expenses and 
renting of halls for speeches, Mur- 
phy said there has been no expen- 
ditures. He knew nothing about 
any money used for Gov.

Another development of the day 
was the calling of Senator Heflin of 
Alabama to appear before the com- 
mittee next week for questioning 
as to his repeated charges of exist- 
ing slush funds for Smith and Hoo- 
ver. When informed of the sum- 
mons, Heflin said he had no con- 
crete facts to offer, but that his 
statements had been based on re- 
ports reaching him from various 
sources. 
The committee tried to get some 
information about Hoover expend:- 
tures in Indiana from Thurman, 
the Watson manager, but the wit- 
ness said he had no accurate infor- 
mation. He estimated, however, 
that the cost of the advertising 
campaign in the Secretary’s behalf 
there might reach $100,000. 

Dawes’ Name Mentioned. 
Vice President Dawes’ name was 
brought into the inquiry by Brown, 
who described himself as a “lawyer 
and farmer.” He said the Vice 
President had made a bid for Ohio

COMMUNITY COUNCIL URGES 
KOCH HOSPITAL BOND ISSUE 


Health Commissioner Says Tuber- 
culosis Situation Is More Se- 

_ riows Than Ever Before. 

A $2,000,000 bond issue for the 
enlargement of Koch Hospital and 
the addition of 100 beds for tu- 
berculosis Negroes and 100 beds 
for tuberculous whites at eity hos- 
pital were urged in a resolution 
adopted by the Community Coun- 
cil yesterday. 

The resolution was adopted “be- 
cause of the immediate and ur- 
gent need for hospitalization of 
indigent tuberculous patients,” 
Health Commissioner Starkloff told 
members of the council that the 
present tuberculosis situation is 
the most distressingly serious that 
has ever cogfronted the city. “Vis- 
iting nurses now have 14,000 cases 
undér observation,” he said. “The 
situation in the Negro population 
is particularly bad and should be 
met at once.” 

The acuteness of the present 
problem, according to the resolu- 
tion, is the direct result of the 
failure in submitting to the peo- 
ple for a vote at the last bond is- 
gue for Koch Hospital the sums 
recommended by official and pri- 
vate health agencies. 

The council also reiterated its 
stand that City Hospital No. 2 (for 
Negroes) be placed adjacent to 
City Hospital No. 1. The separa- 


tion of the two institutions is folly 
both from the medical and eco- 
nomic angle, according to Dr. 


BESSIE VAN VORST, AMERICAN 
WRITER, DIES IN FRANCE 


Widow of French Senator Hugues 
Le Roux Was Daughter of 
New York Banker. 

PARIS, May 19.—Bessie Van 
Vorst, American writer and widow 
of Senator Hugues Le Roux, died 
here at the age of 54 years. 

She was a daughter of John Me- 
Ginnis, New York banker, and her 
first husband was John Van Vorst 
of New York. With his sister, 
Marie Van Vorst, she worked in 
cotton mills and shoe factories fn 
Columbia, 8. C., and Lynn, Mass. 
As a result of the knowledge they 
acquired at first hand, they pub- 
lished in 1903 “The Woman Who 
Tolls,” for which Theodore Roose- 
velt, who was then President, 
wrote the introduction. 

Mra Van Vorst was married to 
Le Roux, editor and explorer, in 
Paris m November, 1914. He died 
in 1926. Her books included 
“Bagsby’s Daughter,” “The Issues 
of Life,” “Letters to Women in 
Love,” “The Children Who Toil.’ 
and “The Cry of the Children.” 


HEAD OF LARGEST GERMAN 
ELECTRICAL COMPANY DIES 


Dr. Felix Deutsch, 70, Was Broth- 
er-in-Law of Otto Kakn, New 
York Banker. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 19.—Dr. Felix 
Deutsch, head of the Allgemeine 
Electricitaets Gesellschaft, the 
general electric company of Ger- 
many, is dead here at the age of 
70. He was a brother-in-law of 
Otto H. Kahn, New York banker, 
and visited America last fall. 

Dr. Deutsch succumbed to the 
excitement of the many celebra- 
tions occurring in connection with 
his seventieth birthday on May 16 
and died suddenly from an apo- 
pletic stroke. 

He was a leading spirit in the 
electrical industry and established 
more than 300 technical bureaus 
throughout the world.

The board 
thus was directly responsible for 
saving millions of dollars for the 
building public and for practically 


eliminating the evil custom wu 
jurisdictional strikes which en- 
dangeread misunderstanding and 


suspicion in the public mind and 
brought discredit to the building 
industry. The directors of the in- 
stitute Beleve that the many de- 
cisions rendered by the jurisdic- 
tional board will bear good fruit 
for years to come.“ 

Studying Earthquake Hazards. 

The United States and Japan,

Chang, who now holds Pekin, 
was advised by the Japanvse 
to retire to Manchuria because 
if he were beaten by the -Southern- 


ers (Nationalists) he would not be 
permitted to seek refuge there, 
since Japan would tolerate no 
fighting in that province. Chang 
made plans instead to drive back 
the Southerners, while Japan pro- 
ceeded to increase the strength of 
the Japanese garrison at the sea- 
coast end of the Great Wall, block- 
ing any possibility of Chang's re- 
treating through there. 


Japanese Protectorate Foreseen. 


This was regarded as the most 
momentuous development in the 
Far East since the great war. 
There were suggestions that Japan 
was planning to establish a protec- 
torate over Manchuria, in which 
the Japanese have a large amount 
of capita] invested. ' 

The Japanese expected hostility 
from all Chinese because of their 
note of warning to both North and 
South China and because of the 
recent bloodshed at Tsinan. Japa- 
nese Nationals were being evacu- 
ated from all of North China to- 
day. 

Kenkichi Yoshizawa, Japanesc 
Minister at Pekin, delivered the 
warning note to Chang. 

The chief Mukdenite Generals 
within reach immediately hurried 
to Pekin and conferred with Mar- 
shal Chang, their leader. Those at 
the conference include@ Chang 
Hsueh-liang, son of the. dictator; 
Chang Tso-hsiang, Military Gov- 
ernor of Kirin, and Yank Yu-tirg. 
chief of staff. 

The Japanese memorandum was 
handed to the warring leaders of 
North and South (Nationalists) 
China and was couched in vague 
terms which did not indicate To- 
kio’s interpretation of appropriate 
and effective steps for the mainte- 
nance of peace and order in Man- 
churia.”

WASHIN GTON, May 19.—WNear- 
ly 5000 miles of railroads in the 
eastern half of the United States 
operated by the Chesapeake & 
Ohio and Pere Marquefte systems 
will be consolidated, under author- 
ity granted the former road by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. . a o 
The commission's decision, An- 
mpunced yesterday, permits the 
first important merger of railroads 
in Eastern territory since the con- 
solidations were authorized by law. 

The victory for the Van Swer- 
ingen interests, coming after fail- 


link the Nicke: Plate with the 
Pere Marquette, Chesapeake & 
Ohio and Erie, was only a partial 
one, however, for the decision re- 
jected the Chesapeake & Ohio's 
application to assume stock con- 
trol of the Erie, along with the 
Pere Marquette. 


Stock Purchase Plan. 
While the authority to purchase 
stock amounting to control in the 
Pere Marquette was given on cer- 
tain conditions, these are not ex- 
pected to place any serious ob- 
stacles in the way of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio’s plan to go forward 
with the merter. 

— The latter system operates from 
Newport News, Va., to Chicago 
and has a network of branch lines 
in Southern coal mining territory, 
the total mileage aggregating 2650. 
The Pere Marquette operates 2286 
miles of line in Michigan, Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio and Canada.

The plan for transferring Chesa- 
peake coal tonnage to Erie rails

Referring to the accumulation

“Not all of the transactions 
leading to the proposed acquisi- 
tion of control may be accepted 
as necessary er as justified by the 
results to be attained, nor can 
they be rectified by conditions at- 
tached to our order. The oper- 
ations of subsidiary companies, 
notably the . Special Investment 
Corporation organized by the 
and the Virignia 
Transportation Corporation by the 
Chesapeake & Ohio, which in ef- 
fect pledge carrier assets and in- 
cur obligations for the carrier, are 
a nature to raise grave doubt as 
to their legality.” 

The commission further de- 
clared that fimancial “manipula- 
tion of great railroad properties as 


or consolidation under the law 
should not be tolerated.” 
More Benefit Through Control. 
“If the regulation of railroads, 
with special reference to their uni- 
fication and capitalization can be 
effectivly and justly aministered 
under the acts passed by Congress 
tor the purpose, it was added. 
“these projects should be so con- 
trolled and governed as to be made 
productive of large b2nefits in 
transportation.” 
Dissenting from the majority 
opinion, Commissioner Campbell 
said the Chesapeake-Pere Mar- 
quette consolidation ‘should not 
have been allowed. Commissioner 
Porter, on the other hand, held 
that acquisition of the Erie also 
should have been permitted, while 
Commissioner Woodlock said the 
Chesapeake should have been al- 
lowed to issue new stock 2t par in- 
stead of at $150 a share.

The mechanism of the heart, or, 
in other words, what keeps the 
heart beating, a subject about 
which many nent facts have 
been discovered. It is known that
